Guthrie, Okla., Jan. 9 (By A. P.). 
W. K. Hale, ‘“‘King of the Osage 
Hills,’’ tonight faced two charges 
of murder in connection with the 
deaths of persons in the. Osage 
country of Oklahoma. 

The second charge was lodged 
late today by the United States 
grand jury here which is investi- 
gating an alleged conspiracy against 
wealthy Osages, which is held re- 
sponsible for the deaths of seven- 
teen persons. 

The grand jury charged Hale 
with complicity in the death of | 
Henry Roan, an Osage. who was) 
killed in January, 1923. Roan’s | 
$25,000 life insurance policy was| 
made payable to Hale, who has} 
pending a suit to collect it. 

Cowboy-Farmer Indicted. 


The first 


charge was 
lodged against Hale Monday in 
Pawhuska by Oklahoma State 
authorities, alleging that he con- 
spired to cause the death of W. E. 
Smith. who was killed when his | 
home at Fairfax was blown up in 
March, 1928. 

Indicted with Hale in connection 
with Roan’s death was John Ram- 
sey, a cowboy-farmer living three 
miles from Fairfax, Okla. Ramsey 
was arrested last night at his home 
end brought to Guthrie today. Hale 
was already in jail here. 

Fifty-three other indictments 
were returned by the jury in its 
first report since it began work 
Monday. The others were not made 
public, but it was indicated that 
most of them were in connection 
with liquor offenses and other mat- 
ters not related to the Osage con- 
spiracy inquiry. 

The jury recessed until Monday. 

Shooting Laid to Ramsey. 


Ramsey was charged in the in- 
dictment with the actual shooting 
of Henry Roan. Hale is named as 
an accessory before the fact, and 
is alleged to have hired Ramsey to 
do the shooting. 

Roan’s bullet-pierced body was 
found in a pasture several days 
after he disappeared. The fact that 
he died on Indian land gives the 
government jurisdiction to lodge a 
murder charge. 

Government attorneys explained 
that the nature of the indictment 
makes Hale a principal in the charge 
as well as Ramsey and that both 
will be prosecuted for first degree 
murder. 

Ramsey is a white man about 35 
years old. He is married and has 
six children.

The tragedy occurred at Second 
and G streets northeast, only a 
Short distance from the home of 
the children at 725 Second street, 
from which their mother, Mrs. 
Viola Proudfoot, had given them 
permission to go play in the snow 
a few minutes before. It was the 
second tragedy in the family in the 
last few months. A short time ago 
Mrs. Proudfoot’s husband was 
killed in a fall from a scaffold. 

The children had been sledding, 
tied behind a truck.

His sister fell backwards and a 
heavy limousine driven by John 
Herbert Compton, 25 years old, 305 
East Capitol street, backing to get 
around the truck, rolled over her 
head. 

“You’re on top of my little sis- 
ter,’’ the boy shouted to Compton 
as he raced to the front of the auto- 
mobile. Compton stopped the car, 
grabbed the girl and placing her 
in the car started a race for Cas- 
ualty hospital. 

On the way to the _ hospital, 
Compton hailed a motorcycle 
policeman and motioned him to fol- 
low, giving himself up at the hos- 
pital. Heis being held at the Ninth 
precinct station to await action of 
the coroner. 

According to James, he had just 
warned Edna not to go into the 
street when she fell from the sled 
under the wheel of the car which 
passed over her head, crushing it 
Edna gave a little jump and then 
lay still, he said.

num investigation ‘‘before any ac- 
tion whatever is taken or any pub- 
licity given.’’ He added in a mem- 


is in no way to be construed to re- 
tard a proper and thorough exam- 
ination and appropriate action as) 
the disclosed information may war- 
rant,’’ 

Had No Recollection. 

Mr. Sargent stated at the open- 
ing of the inquiry Friday that his 
attention first was drawn to the 
matter some six or seven months 
after he came into office, and yes- 
terday he said that while the mem- 
orandum bore his signature, he had 
no recollection of it and that 
mittee yesterday had not been 
changed. 

With respect to the Aluminum 
Goods Manufacturing Co., Col.

certain illegal practices. 


Does not Want to Hurt Case.

The delicate status of relations 
between the United States and Mex- 
ico became increasingly plain yes- 
terday with disclosure that Ambas- 
sador Sheffield had filed formal 
protest with the Mexican foreign of- 
fice against retroactive provisions 
of the two new Mexican laws known 
as the petroleum and antialien 
land acts. 

Estimates of the aggressive value 
| of American investments in Mexico 
jeopardized by these enactments, 
taken at their face value, run as 
high as $500.000,000. 

State Department officials re- 
fused to make public the communi- 
cation presented by Ambassador 
Sheffield. It is known to have been 
atrongly phrased, although there is 
nothing to show it indicated what 
course the Washington government 
would pursue if unable to obtain 
for its nationals the protection to 
which they are held to be entitled. 


Are Recalled. 


This right of protection is regard- 
ed here as indisputable, both, under 
accepted international law and un- 
der pledges made by Mexico to the 
United States during the confer- 
ence in 1923, which paved the way 
for American recognition of that 
| government: 

The protest is the culmination of 
a long series of representations 
which began last fall, when the — 
land and petroleum laws first were 
proposed by President Calles to the 
Mexican congress. As a result of 
these representations, the acts were 
modified in many ways, but were 
not stripped of the element against 
which American protest is made 
the retroactive application to for- 
eign interests of article twenty- 
seven of the Mexican constitution 
of 1917. That article is designed to 
nationalize the natural resources 
of Mexico. 

Before these two laws were first 
introduced relations between the 
two governments: already had bhe- 
come so severely strained over con- 
fiscatory acts against American 
property rights in Mexico that Sec- 
retary Kellog issued a forme! state- 
ment declaring the Mexican twyv- 
ernment trial before the 
world, and serving notice that the 
United States continue to 
support that governinent only so 
long as it fulfilled :ts international 
obligations.

From Maximum Jail Sen- 
tence by Stafford. 


TWO COMPANIONS GET

One Admitted Attempted 
Bribe of Missouri Board to 
Honor “Diplomas.” 


Mr, Helmuth P. Holler, president 
of the Oriental university, was sen- 
tenced to serve two years in prison 
yesterday by Justice Wendell P. 
Stafford in criminal court on a 
charge of conspiracy to use the 
mails to defraud. The ‘diploma 
mill’ president hung his head 
when the court added a fine of 
$1,000 to the sentence, which was 
imposed immediately after the over- 
ruling of the motion for a new trial. 

In consideration of their plea of 
guilty and because they testified for 
the prosecution and also because of 
the comparatively minor part thev 
played in the conspiracy, Dr. Robert 
Adcox and Dr. Sam Kaplan, co- 
defendants with Holler, were sen- 
i\tenced to serve but 40 days each 
iin jail and they will not have to pay 
any fine. 

Justice Stafford stated that he 
‘would have imposed a sentence of 
| 80 days each upon Kaplan and Ad- 
cox, but since they have been in 
jail since December 22, almost 260 
|days, he imposed a lighter sentence. 


Given Maximum Term, 


The court remarked that Holler’s 
Offenses justified the imposition of 
lthe maximum prison sentence and 
ithat his financial condition did not 
| warrant the imposition of the maxi- 
mum fine of $10,000. 

The testimony of Adcox did not 
ibelp the government very much, the 
| court declared, but ‘he showed a 
| willingness to help in the prosecu- 
‘tion and testified truthfully. Kap- 
lan’s testimony was more valuable, 
\Justice Stafford said, but his ‘‘tn- 
iquity’’ was greater, the court 
|found. Kaplan admitted that he 
| tried to bribe the health board of 
| Missouri to issue certificates to 

‘pharmacists’ graduated by the 
| Orie ntal university, so that these 
“graduates” might handle liquor. 
Hates A. Hegarty, counsel for Dr.

Uncertainty About Argentine 
Crop Outcome Continues to 
Be Disturbing Factor. 


SOUTHERN EUROPE 
SUFFERS FROM FLOODS 
Spring Wheat Offerings Heav- 
ier; Demand Less Active. 
Corn Holds Steady. 


The grain market fluctuated 
Sharply during the week ended 
January 9, but there was very lit- 
tle change in the general market 
Situation, according to the weekly 
Zrain market review of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
Uncertainty as to the outcome of 
the Argentine crop continued to be 
a disturbing factor. European buy- 
ers failed to come into the market, 
as expected, and foreign demand 
was dull. Higher prices in Ameri- 
can markets apparently are causing 
European buyers to await more defi- 
nite information about the Argen- 
tine surplus. 

Argentine news for the week con- 
timued generally favorable, although 
trade reports were current that a 
considerable percentage of wheat 
in northern Argentina was of poor 
milling quality. Flood damage oc- 
curred in southern Europe, with 
considerable loss to winter-sown 
crops reported from France. (Ca- 
nadian stocks in commercial chan- 
nels total around 131,000,000 bush- 
els, with about 180,000,000 bushels 
remaining in all positions for ex- 
port, according to unofficial trade 
estimates. 

Wheat Offerings Heavier. 


Offerings of spring wheat were 
‘heavier, but demand became less ac- 
tive and premiums were slightly re- 
duced. Twelve per cent No. 1 dark 
Northern was quoted et the close of | 
the week at Minneapolis at 7 
cents over the May price; 12% per 
cent, 9 to 13 cents over, and 13 
per cent, 12 to 16 cents over, with 
an additional % to ™% premium 
yor each 14 per cent higher protein. 
Durum premiums were higher as a 
result of a better demand and small- 
er offerings, 1No. 1 amber being 
quoted at Minneapolis at the Du- 
Juth May price to 19 cents over. 
Duluth May durum advanced 1 cent 
for the week, closing Friday at 
$1.51%.

for winter wheats 
with demand more ac- 
tive.. Eastern and central States 
mills, as well as local elevators, 
bought hard winter wheat in the 
central Western markets, and pre- 
miums held firm. No. °2 hard 12 
per cent protein was quoted at 
KKansas City at 8 to 9 cents over the 
May price; 124 per cent 9 to 10% 
cents over and 13 per cent 10% to 
11 cents over. 

The demand for soft winter wheat 
Was better than for some time. 
Southern and Southwestern miills 
bought freely at practically aN the 
markets. Prices were firm, one car 
of No. red winter 7 per cent 
dockage selling at $2 per bushel at 
St. Louls. Ordinary cars of No. 2 red 
winter wheat were selling at $1.95 
@$1.98 at the principal markets. 
The demand on the Pacific coast 
was only moderate, as export de- 
mands continued limited, consisting 
of only occasional sales of parcel 
shipments. Country offerings con- 
tinue light, and about 40 per cent 
of the crop remains in farmers’ 
hands, according to trade estimates. 


Corn Market Steady. 


The corn market held steady 
throughout the week, with demand 
improved by the colder weather. 
The higher grades were in good de- 
mand at all the markets, but corn 
showing damage or high moisture 
sold slowly. Considerable high- 
moisture corn is still being received 
in the markets of the corn belt, 
although the quality is improving. 
An important feature in the corn 
market during the week was the of- 
fer of a large implement concern 
to accept corn in payment on pur- 
chases of farm machinery on the 
basis of $1 per bushel for No. 2 
corn at Chicago. Pacific coast buy- 
ers were bidding actively for corn 
at Omaha toward the close of the 
week. 

The oats market was firm with 
other grains, and the demand cone 
tinued good, with continued active 
buying by southwestern concerns. 
Commercial stocks continue large, 
but the current demand is suffi- 
ciently large to absorb the current 
offerings. 

The rye market was less active 
than wheat, but advanced slightly 
over 1 cent per bushel] during the 
week. There was some scattered 
export business but mills and ele- 
vators absorbed most of the of- 
ferings at prices ranging from % 
“cent under the May price. 


Barley Sells Off. 


The barley market in the Central 
West was slightly lower, as a re- 
sult of poor demand for products 
of malting industries. Receipts 
were only moderate, however, and 
the demand was sufficient to pre- 
vent any accumulation. The ex- 
port demand on the Pacific Coast 
continued rather dull, although 
some improvement was reported 
in European demand. Choice 
brewing barley was quoted at San 
Francisco at. $1.85 tidewater. 
Field run 44 pound barley was 
-quoted at $1.70 per 100, and feed 
barley at $1.55. California barley 
at Los Angeles was quoted at $1.85 
per 100. European markets were 
practically unchanged with su- 
perior barley quoted in London at 
mass per 160 c. {. f. Other 
samples were quoted at $2.27-2.44 
per 100 c. i. f.

Bank clearings continue in excess 
of a year ago. Total exchanges at 
all leading cities in the United 
States for the five days this week 
aggregate $10,588,535,000. Com- 
pared with six days a year ago there 
is a loss, but average daily bank 
clearings for January to date this 
year, exceed those for the corre- 
sponding period in January, 1925, 
by 12.8 per cent, and are 53.0 per 
cent larger than in January, 1924, 
according to R. G. Dun & Co. Thé 
volume of bank clearings this week, 
making allowance for this differ- 
ence in date, is larger at New York 
city in comparison with both pre- 
ceding years as well as in the ag- 
gregate for cities outside New York.

THE REPUBLICAN ATTITUDE. 

The Republicans of the United States 
Senate are confronted with a duty quite 
different from the duty that is imposed 
on Democrats in regard to the court 
_ created by the league of nations. 

The Democratic senators who support 
the court are in line with the platform of 
their party, which champions the league 
of nations and the court of the league. 

The Republican platform opposes mem- 
bership in the league of nations and re- 
affirms the determination of the party 
to oppose any arrangement which would 
create obligations to the league. The 
platform favors the world court with the 
proviso that the United States shall not 
assume any obligations under the cove- 
nant. 

It has now been ascertained that the 
paramount law of the court is the cove- 
nant of the league. . The court derives its 
existence from the covenant, and it is 
required to rule that all treaties shall be 
in accordance with the covenant. The 
court is a part of the international sys- 
tem created by the covenant. 

If Republican senators should vote for 
adhesion to the court and it should then 
be discovered that the United States had 
bound itself to accept the covenant of 
the league as the law of the court, these 
senators should not be surprised to find 
themselves arraigned by their party fol- 
lowers for failure to observe the declared 
policy of the party. They would be de- 
nounced as betrayers of their party and, 
of course, ambitious rival candidates 
would be quick to criticize them for ob- 
tuseness, in failing to safeguard the 
United States against commitments to 
the covenant of the league of nations. 
In view of the strong feeling within 
the Republican party against entangle- 
ments in European politics, it is obvious 
that a mistake by Republican senators in 
voting for the world court would be fol- 
lowed by retribution at the polls. 

The only safe course for Republican 
senators to pursue, before they vote for 
the world court protocol, is to make cer- 
tain that the court is absolutely independ- 
ent of the league of nations and the cove- 
nant, and that the political and economic 
procedures laid down as law in the cove- 
nant are not the Jaw of the court. 


The United States can not adhere to | 


the court and yet reject the law of the 
court. If it adheres to the court it should 
do so without attaching to its adherence 
a lot of “jokers” which would inevitably 
provoke misunderstanding with foreign 
nations. Let the United States make 
sure of what it is doing, and then let it 
act so that the world shall know exactly 
how it stands.

COPYRIGHT HARMONY. 

Representative Vestal, of Indiana, is 
Republican whip and chairman of the 
House committee on patents.

The latest addition to the copyright 
law was enacted more than ten years ago. 
It has been criticized by theatrical pro- 
ducers, condemned by record manufac- 
turers, cursed by artists, execrated by 
publishers, and praised by few. It is the 
hope of the committee that the present 
session will be able to produce harmony 
out of the present copyright jazz, follow- 
ing the hearings, which will start as soon 
as the proposed bill is submitted. 


THE-CORN BELT STATES. 


A suggestion comes out of the West | 
that seven so-called “corn States” com- | 


bine to protect their interests by insist- 
ing on a law to compel the government, 
directly or indirectly, to dispose of the 
surplus corn for export, thus relieving 
the portion of the corn crop in the do- 
mestic markets from price depression, 
due to oversupply, and assuring a mar- 
ket to the farmers for all the corn they 
produce. 

It is asserted that this will make the 
purchasing: power of the farmer’s corn 
increase, perhaps, double; and _ thus 
“make the value of the farmer’s dollar 
as great as the manufacturer’s dollar.” 
Several bills have been offered in Con- 
gress with this result in view. As one 
senator expresses it, in this way the 
farmers of the West can “get even” with 
the manufacturers of the East. 

Why is corn today lower in price 
than a year ago? Because there was 
more of it in 1925 than in 1924. The 
American corn crop in 1925 was about 
2,900,000,000 bushels; in 1924 it was 
about 2,300,000,000 bushels. . In 1923 it 
was 3,000,000,000 bushels. In 1925 the 
United States produced about 81 per cent 
of the world’s yield; in 1924 it produced 
about 72 per cent of the world’s yield. 

Exports of domestic corn have de- 
creased steadily since 1923, from 42,000,- 
000 bushels in that year to about 10,- 
000,000 bushels in 1925. It is seen that 
the average exports have been from 5 to 
8 per cent of the total] production. The 
balance has been consumed at home in 
the making of either mea! or pork. 

The lowest price for corn was 53 cents, 
‘in 1922. The price rose to 76 cents in 
1923 and 83 cents in 1924, dropping 
again in 1925. The variation in price 
followed closely the variation in produc- 
tion. 

Practically nothing the farmer buys, 
except clothing, has an import duty. 
Nearly everything the farmer buys for 
his use on the farm is free of duty. 
Therefore the corn growers in these 
seven corn-growing States pay no exces- 
sive price for what they buy because of 
the tariff. The burden on the farmers 
in the seven corn States can not possibly 
come from the tariff. Even prices on 
the ordinary grades of domestic clothing 
worn by the average farmer are essen- 
tially the same as before the world war. 
Sugar is lower than it was a year ago. 
Coffee and tea come in free of duty. 

What is the complaint about tax bur- 
dens borne by the farmers of the corn 


belt? The indictment is that taxes have 


increased until they are almost unbear- 
able. What taxes? 

‘Examination of the official figures 
show that in 1912 the total bonded debts 
of the seven corn States was about $739,- 
000,000; in 1922 it was $1,721,000,000. 
Who pays for these bonds and this in- 
terest?

AHEAD OF HIS TIME. 

To very many persons Daniel Defoe is 
known, if he is known at all, simply as 
the author of “Robinson Crusoe,” a book 
which has delighted children for more 
than 200 years.

ridge) chicks and occasionally 
killed an old bird. While the pro- 
fessor Was absent on a vacation and 
the pen in charge of one of his 
students the latter threw a stone 
at a large tomcat which was on the 
point of reaching through the wire 
netting after a chick, and struck it 
such a blow that it died in a short 
ttme after crawling to its home. 
Its outraged owner sued Prof. 
Hadges for damages, the student 
being the professor’s agent, but the 
court ruled that since cats could 
not be controlled like other domes- 
tic animals, it was perfectly legal 
for people to protect themselves 
against their depredations, even to 
the point of killing them when 
found off their own territory and 
engaged in marauding. 

For my part, though I think I 
would have defended my birds pret- 
ty savagely if any roaming tom had 
tried to kill them, I have the great- 
est admiration for the cat, which 
is the only animal which has never 
“knuckled under’’ to man and has 
preserved its independence nearly 
intact. At once it both uses man 
for its own purposes, getting for 
itself ‘‘all the comforts of home,”’ 
and at the same time claims all the 
advantages of a wild beast. What 
a mother is the cat! It is devotion 
itself to its young and wiljl defend 
them to the death, and yet when 
the time comes to make them inde- 
pendent (and independence, eco- 
nomicalily and politically, is the 
chief boon of living things) it will 
cuff the kits when they try to nurse. 
Do most human parents do that? 
By no means; they try by all pos- 
sible means to keep their progeny 
as dependent as possible as long as 
possible, thus making the future 


much more difficult for the young. 


And the cat can and will fight, but 
knows when to run away, too. It 
is about the most cleanly anima) 
there is; and its movements, how 
graceful, how lithe. And again, it 
has no mawkish sentiment. Few 
cats care a hang about their mas- 
ters except for what they can get 
out of them. They have no drool- 
ing affection for individuals. They 
are strong of character and, above 
all, they are independent. My hat 
is off to the cat!

* There Is No Appeal and, if Adopted, Carries With It Part of Nation’s Sovereignty. 
Former Senator Declares—Makes Statute of League of Nations Treaty of the 
Land—By Joining Court U.S. Could Be Haled Before League Council Despite 


Reservations or Protests.

Six years ago, in discussing the 
subject of the League of Nations, I 
frequently asked those of my audi- 
ences who had read the proposed 
covenant to raise their hands. The 
responses were invariably neglig- 
ible, seldom comprising more than 
: or 3 per cent of the whole: and 
justified the contention that the de- 
mand for its acceptance was largely 
an emotional one. The end was the 
thing desired, the means were mere 
. detail. 


A similar test applied to those 
now swelling the clamor for Senate 
ratification of the world court “‘stat- 
ute” would reveal a similar situa- 
tion. In the first instance, the pub- 
lic, when informed of,the structure 
of the proposed covenant, repudi- 
ated it by the greatest majority ever 
recorded in our history. In the 
présent instance, like information 
would, in my judgment, lead to the 
same result. And the pending issue 
is quite as important as was the 
former, being indeed the same is- 
sue, in ‘another guise.

Character of Treaties. 


Treaties are commercial or po- 
litical, of they may partake of both 
characters. The former are supposed- 
ly essential to our trades and indus- 
tries, and have, therefore, a direct 
appeal to our economic well being. 
Our material interests demand that 
if their construction be required, the 
task should be performed by the 
tribunals which interpret the Con- 
stitution itself, and all laws passed 
in pursuance thereof. But our en- 
trance into the world court would 
seém to shear them of this preroga- 
tive, and even to strip them of con-s 
current jurisdiction whenever the 
machinéry of the world court is in- 
vokéd for the purpose. 

If clothing an international court 
with authority to interpret our 
treaties and pass final judgment 
upon them is not a delegation of 
part of the judicial power of the 
United States, what is it?

Distinguished Above Nations. | 
We may have constitutional wars | 
rant for this. The League of Nations, 
may be endowed with legislative au- | 
thority. It may bé the mere agency 
which its admifers and advoéates 
claim it to be. But by the ratifica- 
tion of its statute we are distin- 
guishing it above all the nations, 
and assuming a “legal relation’’ to 
it which the first condition of Mr. 
Hughes’ proposed ratification is de- 
signed to avoid. 

Precedents are dangerous, and it 
‘behooves the Senate to digest this 
unique situation exhaustively be- 
fore transforming i foreign statute 
into an American treaty. 

Another and graver conslitution- 
al feature of the problem arises 
from the phraseology of Articles 36 
and 60 of the so-called statute. The 
first of these requites the nations 
signing the protocol to ‘‘recogniz® 
as compulsory ipso facto and with- 
out special agreement in relation to 
any other member or state accept- 
ing the same obligation, the juris- 
diction of the court in * * * legal 
disputes concerning (a) the inter- 
pretation of a treaty; (b) any qués- 
{tion of international law,” &c., 
while Article 60 makes the judeg- 
* ment of the court “final and with- 
out appeal.’’ 

The judicial power of the United 
States is vested in the Supreme 
Court and such other courts as may 
be organized by the Congress. It 
extends to all cases in law and 
equity arising under the Constitu- 
tion; the laws of the United States

But the League of Nations algo 
comprises Part 13 of the treaty, 
end a very important part it 1s. Tt | 
consists of two sections, four chap-} 
ters, one annex and 41 articies of 
the document, and is entitled ‘“La- 


ganization composed of a general 
conference of representatives of 
mémbers and an international la- 
bor office controlled by a govern- 
ing body. It is as important, as 
pretentious and quite as prolific 
of possible controversy as_ the 
larger body. 

Article 26 of the world court 
statute is devoted wholly to Part 
13 of the league, and provides the 
procedure for the cdses which may 
arise thereunder. 

In addition to Parts 1 and 13 of 
the treaty, are eight other articles 
ecattered through the document,: 
imposing certain very important 
burdens on the league, and relating 
to the Saar valley, international 
rivers, railways, German arma- 
ments, &c. 


Plan of Woodrow Wilson. 


It will be recalled that on the 
eve of his second departure for 
Paris President Wilson announced, 
evidently as a reply to the “round 


that the League of Nations would 
be so woven into the fabric of the 
treaty that it could not be dissect- 
ed apart without destroying both. 
He proved a true prophet, and both 
were rejected. These articles are of 
the woof and web of the treaty. 
They make the league the agent for 
enforcing many of its penalties. 
Hence, Article 27 of the ‘‘statute’”’ 
provides the procedure for trying 
and disposing of cases arising un- 
der these provisions, and particu: 
larly those of Part 12. How the 
Hughes reservation can confine 
itself to Part 1 of the treaty «nd 
at the same time exempt the Unit- 
ed States from “legal relations’’ to 
the other parts of the league, is be- 
yond comprehension. How We can 
accept the obligations of the world 
court as its creature and repudi- 
ate those of the league, whatever 
our declaration, is equally inexpli- 
cable. 

Article 423 of part 13, in terms, 
provides that “any question or dis- 
pute relating to the interpretation 
of that part of the treaty,,or of any 
convention concluded by the mem- 
bers in pursuance of its provisions, 
shall be referred for decision’ to 
this court. Is it contemplated that 
the court shall hear and decide 
these controversies, but that the 
United States, partly responsible 
for them, shall concern itself not at 
all as to their enforcement?

Our influence in world affairs is 
largely due to our isolation. Be- 
cause of this we have no selfish in- 
terest in the intrigues or policies of 
European nations. Our Monroe 
doctrine has thus far prevented 
them from crossing the ocean and 
finding lodgement in South and Cen- 
tral America. Can this influence be 
in any wise enlarged or promoted 
by a departure from our attitude of 
aloofness from cis-Atlantic affairs, 
committing ourselves to their con- 
sideration and admitting other na- 
tidns to the same participation in 
our own?

CHILDHOOD HABITS. 


When Lombroso announced that 
criminals and the insane were des- 
tined from birth to their respective 
final endings in an institution, he 
stated that this group could be 
recognized by the abnormal pro- 
portions of the face and head. 

He classified the weak jaw and 
the criminal face and the insane 
expression and the other deficien- 
cies and built up theories about 
each group. Some of his beliefs 
remain with some of us even now. 

We think we are character ana- 
lysts by ascribing weakness of 
character to the face having an 
open mouth with the teeth of a 
narrow upper jaw extending out 
from under the lip with an Andy 
Gump style of a receding chin be- 
low it. 

To the face that has a narrow 
V-shaped upper jaw with a high 
vault that causes a narrow nose 
comes a dull ambitionless sort of 
expression that seems to indicate 
lack of mental activity. 


No Character Analysis From Face. 


As a matter of fact, the shape of 
the face has no great connection 
with the mental possibilities of the 
brain inside the skull since the 
same features have been found in 
all types of people from the great- 
est scholars to the lowest form of 
idiots. 

However, it does give us some 
information about its owner. A 
deformed face, except in case of ac- 
cident, or heredity—as is true. of 
the broad lower jaw of the Haps- 
burgs—usually indicates neglect 
of the mouth during childhood. 

Such facial deformities may 
have been caused by enlarged ton- 
sils and adenoids that should have 
been removed and weren’t; by an 
improper diet that did not include 
hard foods requiring chewing while 
the child’s jaws were being formed; 
by lack of care of temporary teeth. 


Causes Deformed Jaws. 


An early important cause of de- 
formed jaws is the habit of thumb 
sucking. When the child sucks its 
thumb, it may be a pretty sight to 
watch and you may feel that a 
thumb-sucking baby will be a good 
baby—but it surely will never be a 
good looking baby. 

Thumb sucking interferes with 
the shape of the face, the mouth, 
the nose, the position of the teeth, 
the ability to chew food and _ it 
changes the tone of the voice. 

This habit is one of the best ways 
there is of destroying the normal! 
rounded lines of the face and bring- 
ing up the pretty baby into an un- 
attractive looking adult with the 
backward chin and the forward 
teeth. 

Other fingers or the lips are some- 
times sucked and these affect the 
teeth in the same general way. 

When the child sucks its wrist, it 
causes a deformity known as 
‘‘open bite’’ for the front teeth are 
apart when the back teeth are to- 
gether. 


Swat the Pesky Pacificr. 


Pesky pacifiers and ‘“‘baby com- 
forters’’ should be put on the black 
list of the child’s needs. The shape 
of the mouth may be changed 
Then the teeth 
will not come in where they should. 

The roof of the mouth is pushed 
up and makes a high arch so that 
the inner part of the nose is pre- 
vented from growing properly. A 
handicap is thus put on free breath- 
ing. 

The harm from these habits is 
hard to see at first. That is prob- 
ably the reason it is difficult for 
mothers to realize that any harm 
is being done. - 

Since prevention is so easy and 
the harm to health and appearance) 
so great, every interested mother! 
will use the- following ways of}! 
breaking these pernicious habits of 
childhood. 

Ways of Breaking Habit. 


Break the habit in a quiet easy 
sort of a way. Instead of correct- 
ing the child and scolding him 
when he sucks his thumb, take it 
gently out of his mouth and get 
him interested in something else. 

Only in stubborn cases is 
necessary to use other devices. 

As a first step, adhesive tape 
may be used. A short piece of this 
is passed over the end of the 
thumb from the nail to the ball. 

Then a second length is passed 
around the thumb just below the 
nail, thus securing the ends of the 
first piece. This “thumb cap” 
usually does not lie evenly to the 
skin and therein lies part of its 
merit. 

Thumbless Mittens From Muslin. 


Another way is to make small

thumbless mittens from: muslin 
and having sleeves of elbow length. 
Tied to the nightgown or dress, 
they are very effective. 

A baby stocking over the hand 


may also be used to break this 
habit. Fastening the child’s arms 
to its clothing has also been sug- 
gested. 

As a more severe measure, 
aluminum balls, perforated for 
ventilation, with cloth sleeves at- 
tached can be used. 

It is better not to use distaste- 
ful solutions-on the fingers, nor a 
splint on the arm, since the meth- 
ods just described seem to be 
simpler in use and do the work as 
well.

Economies of row-house construc- 


tion which are passed oy to the pur- 
chaser are numerous. 

In the first place, the operative

LOOKING FOR BIG YEAR 


Thg close of 1925 finds the ¢om- 
mon brick industry in the most con- 
sistently prosperous condition of its 
history, according to the monthly 
digest prepared by the Common 
Brick Manufacturers association of 


America. Since the closing months 
of 1921 there has been a steadily 
increased production and consump= 
tion of common brick in practically 
all of the larger construction cen- 
ters of America. 

Chicago still remains the largest 
producing center and in 1926 pro- 
duced more than a Dillion and a/| 
quarter brick. The Greater New | 
York district is second, with the 
consumption of brick, domestic and 
foreign, approximately one Db{llion. | 

The only unfavorable indication | 
in the industry is the somewhat | 
lodalized prosperity. There are 
some sections of the country that 
have not shared in the general syc- 
cess, and the explanation of this 
apparently is the failure of the man- 
ufatturers in those sections proper- 
ly to promote their business. The 
question arises whether or not com- 
mon brick is to continue as a basic 
material nationally, and the answer | 
must come from the manufacturers | 
themselves. 

While government figures pro- 
vided by the United States bureay 
of the census show a slight decrease 
in the production of common brick 
in 1924 over that of 1923, it is evi- 
‘dent from estimates based upon the 
‘best information obtainable at the 
close of 1925 that the last year wil] 
show a gain over any previous year 
since 1909. The drop in produc-

ZONING LAW KNOWLEDGE 
NEEDED, WHEELER SAYS 


Commission Secretary Tells 
Class Realtors Should 
Study Planning Law. 


PROTECTS RESIDENCES 


The need of an adequate 
knowledge of the zoning laws of 
the District on the part of the local 
real estate menvif they are to 
properly serve their clients, was 
stressed by Maj. Raymond A. 
Wheeler, executive secretary of the 
zoning commission at the weekly 
Y. M. C. A. class last Tuesday. 

Maj. Wheeler explained that zon- 
ing means protection against en- 
croachment and secures the stabill- 
zation of property values, “It pro- 
tects the residential properties from 
commercial enroachment and the 
business men realize the grouping 
together of business and industry is 
to their advantage,’’ declared the 
speaker. 

Maj. Wheeler explained that zon. 
ing was first practiced by Napoleon 
who after capturing German cities 
forced objectionable factories to be 
segregated outside the residential 
sections of the towns. 

In the United States he explained, 
the origin of zoning began in the 
army posts which are laid out in 
commercial, business and residen- 
tial sections similar to present day 
municipalities. 

The plan of zoning according to 
districts is residential, first com- 
mercial, second commercial and in- 
dustrial. According to height dis- 
tricts, 40 feet, 60 feet, 90 feet and 
110 feet and according to area dis- 
tricts A, A restricted; B, B restrict- 
ed, C and D. He outlined the vari- 
ous applications of the law.

This 
affords them the privilege of com- 
pleting their work in nine months’ 
less time than if there were no 
summer work. The law school also 
takes into consideration the con- 
venience of its students and holds 
all of the classes evenings after de- 
partmental office hours, so that 
these employed students have the 
full benefit of the instruction.

RT. REV. EDWARD A. PACE 
IS ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Professors at University Take 
Part in Meeting to Pro- 
mote Study. 


Representative of 40 Catholic 
colleges and universities in the 
United States met at the Catholic 


University of America, in Brook- 
land, Tuesday to lay the founda- 
tions of- a new institution, the 
American Catholic Philosophical as- 
sociation. The object of the asso- 
Ciation, as stated in the constitu- 
tion adopted at the meeting, is ‘‘to 
promote study and research in the 
field of philosophy, with special em- 
phasis on scholastic philosophy.” 

The following officers were elect- 
ed: The Rt. Rev. Edward A. 
Pace, director of studies and pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the Catholic 
university, president; the Rev. John 
M. Fox, professor of ethics at Holy 
Cross college, vice president; the 
Rev. James H. Ryan, associated pro- 
fessor of philosophy at the Catholic 
university, secretary-treasurer; the 
Rev. Bernard Vogt, of Butler, N. J., 
and the Rev. Charles Miltner, of 
Notre Dame university, members of 
executive council for one year; the 
Rev. John McCormick, of Marquette 
university, Milwaukee, and the Rev. 
Ignatius. Smith, of the Dominican 
house of studies, Brookland, mem- 
bers for two years, and the Rev. 
Jules A. Baisnee, of the Sulpician 
seminary, @nd the Rev. F. P. Sieg- 
fried, of Overbrook seminary, Phila- 
delphia, members for three years. 
The membership of the association 
will consist of persons throughout 
the country engaged or interested in 
the study of philosophy. 


Opened by Rector Shahan. 


The meeting was opened formally 
by the Rt. Rev. Thomas J. Sha- 
han, who delivered the address of 
welcome. Mer. Pace, who presided, 
read the first paper, a discussion of 
“What a Philosophical Organization 
Can Do.” Dealing with the neces- 
sity. of such an organization, he 
pointed to the recent rapid growth 
of philosophical inquiry. “It has 
been spurred on,’’ he said, ‘‘by the 
very thing that at one time seemed 
to threaten its annihilation—I mean 
by the advance of those sciences 
whose methods lay claim to utmost 
exactness and whose achievements 
contribute so much to the welfare 
of humanity.”’ 

The afternoon session was taken 
up principally with a symposium of 
discussion in which six speakers 
took part. The subject was ‘‘What 
the New Scholasticism Has to Of- 
fer Modern Thought.’’ The subject 
as viewed from the several flelds of 
thought was treated in the follow- 
ing order: From the field of meta- 
physics, the Rev. Francis P. Sieg- 
fried, of Overbrook seminary, Phil- 
adelphia, Pa.; from the field of 
epistemology, the Rey. Joseph T. 
Barron, St. Paul seminary, St. Paul, 
Minn.; from the field of philosophy 
of nature, the Rev. Jules A. Bais- 
nee, Sulpician seminary, Washing- 
ton; from the field of biology, the 
Rev. Alphonse M. Schwitalla, St. 
Louis university, St. Louis, Mo.; 
from the field of psychology, the 
Rey. P. J. Waters, St. John’s semi- 
nary, Brighton, Mass.; from the 
field of ethias, the Rev. Charles 
Miltner, University of Notre Dame, 
Indiana, and from the field of so- 
cial ethics, the Rev. F. V. Corcoran, 
Kenrick seminary, Webster Groves, 
Mo. The association will meet an- 
nually. 

A number of important meetings 
of learned . societies were held 
throughout the country during the 
recent holidays to which the uni- 
versity sent a representative. The 
Rev. Dr. James H. Ryan, associate 
professor of philosophy, attended a 
meeting of the American Philosoph- 
ical association at Smith college, 
Northampton, Mass., on December 
29, and read a paper on ‘“‘The Prob- 
lem of Knowledge from the Point 
of View of Dualistic Realism.” 


Reads Paper at Yale. 


The Rev. Dr. John M. Cooper at- 
tended the annual meeting of the 
American Anthropological associa- 
tion at Yale university, New Ha- 
ven, on December 29, and read a 
paper entitled “The Obidjwan Band 
of the Tetes de Boule.’ It was a 
summary of physical, linguistic and 
cultural data gathered in field re- 
search study during June, 1925, 
among this unstudied tribe of St. 
Maurice river, Quebec, near the 
Hudson Bay divide. 

At the meeting of the American 
Catholic Historical association, held 
at Ann Arbor, Mich., December 28- 
31, a paper on the histortan of 
Italy, Ludovico Antonie Muratori, 
was read by the Rt.

The Day’s Work | 


From the Christian Science Monitor. 

Every normal member of the hu- 
man race during some portion of 
the twenty-four hours of the day is 
occupied with some form of activ- 
ity, either mental or physical, use- 
ful or otherwise. And the chan- 
nels through which that activity is 
expressed are as varied, almost, as 
the individuals expressing it. With 
a number of these individuals there 
is little fondness for what they are 
doing, and still less satisfaction in 
the doing. This maladjustment is 
due in large measure to the fric- 
tions in human society and business 
and much of it to sin and disease. 
The great factor in this sad 
misfit is fear of lack. The word 
‘“supply’’ has a far wider signifi- 
cation than its narrowed use with 
reference to the mere necessities of 
life, such as food, shelter, and 
clothing. It widens itself to in- 
clude every need felt by the human 
race: friends, position, rightful ac- 
tivity, harmonious’ surroundings, 
joy, peace, health. These are what 
all are seeking, however vaguely 
they may recognize the fact. 

The forms of productive activity 
which occupy the human race are 
not, in the strictest sense of the 
word, simply vocations by which to 
earn the daily bread. They in- 
clude all effective occupancy of 
time that tends toward a useful 
life, as distinguished from idleness 
or dissipated activity. Every nor- 
mal person has at heart a desire to 
be useful. This laudable ambition, 
however, leads him sometimes into 
strange, unfitting occupations fo 
which he has little or no adaptabil- 
ity; and back of this false step lies 
fear of lack, of idleness, of useless- 
ness. This fear brings into its 
service human will, false ambition, 
selfish aggressiveness, hate and 
cruelty. 

Yet, for each one-there is a right 
place, a rightful activity, a due 
meed. No one is exempted. ‘To 
those leaning on the sustaining in- 
finite, today is big with blessings,’’ 
Mrs. Eddy writes in the opening sen- 
tence of the Preface to “Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures’’ 
(p. vii), the textbook of Christian 
Science. To the truth of this, thou- 
sands today can bear joyous, grate- 
ful testimony in lives full of useful 
activity, as they rise to each day’s 
work with joyous expectancy of 
good, and with grateful memory of 
the past day, filled to the close with 
work for which they have been 
made ready. 

What is it that makes the prodi- 
gal, wasting his substance in riotous 
living, turn from his husks with 
loathing and see the Father coming 
to meet him? What makes the elder 
son, jealous and envious over his 
brother’s welcome, listen to his Fa- 
ther’s assurance, ‘‘Son, thou art 
ever with me, and all that I have is 
thine?’’ It is the meaning of that 
great promise of the Father, made 
practical through Christian Science, 
which has taken those who have 
learned to lean on “‘the sustaining 
infinite’ from quarters into which 
fear has driven them, and restored 
them to their places in right human 
experience. In very truth, in God 
they live, move and have their be- 
ing. In infinite Spirit, divine Mind, 
God, all is harmonious and perfect. 
They learn that there is no lack of 
activity in divine Mind, no mis- 
placement, no lack of opportunity, 
but unlimited freedom and capacity 
and a place in which to express the 
limitless range of that omnipresent, 
omniactive Love.

Fraternity to Hold Contest in 
Connection With the 
Lecture Series. 


ASSISTANT DEAN LAUDS 
KAPPA ALPHA PHI ACTION 


New Dormitory, Accommo- 
dating 250 Students, Is 
Nearing Completion. 


The Kappa Alpha Phi fraternity 
in the School of Foreign Service of 
Georgetown university announced 
last night that it will award a 
prize in connection with the special 
series of public lectures on ‘‘Amer- 
ican Institutions and Ideals’’ to be 
given by the school in the auditor- 
ium of the National museum from 
January 15 to May 14, inclusive. 


In awarding the prize to the stu- 
dent of the Foreign Service school, 
who presents the best paper on the 
American Constitution, the frater- 
nity in its statement directed at- 
tention to the fact that the birth- 
days of Georgetown university and 
of the Constitution are in the same 
year, namely, 1789, and that the 
seal of the university is very simi- 
lar to that of the United States. 


“This fraternity appreciates the 
great importance of this movement 
to make the American Constitution 
better known,’ the announcement 
said. ‘‘It desires to encourage this 
patriotic work by offering a prize 
in connection with it. It feels 
that no more fitting prize could be 
chosen than a specially designed 
seal of Georgetown university, 
which, because of its associations, 
will ever be a reminder that from 
the very first day of its founda- 
tion Georgetown university has 
progressed with the United States 
and at all times has supported the 
ideals for which the United States 
has been a conspicuous exponent.” 


This action on the part of the 
student organization, in the opin- 
ion of Thomas H. Healey, assistant 
dean of the foreign service school, 
“stresses the fact that the student 
body of this university, at least, is 
stirred to action by the numerous 
attacks on the Constitution by dif- 
ferent organizations throughout the 
country. 

“The students of the foreign 
Service school, and particularly 
those of the Kappa Alpha Phi fra- 
ternity, want to do their bit in mak- 
ing successful the efforts of the 
school to make better known the 
Constitution of the United States, 
its origin, its value and its com- 
parison- with other constitutions, 
such as the much-discussed consti- 
tution of the Russian soviet union.” 

Kappa Alpha Phi _ fraternity 
established its Alpha chapter 
shortly after the foreign service 
school was founded, in 1918, and 
has taken a leading part in student 
activities. It has established 
branches in the University of Penn- 
sylvania and the University of 
Pittsburgh, and other applications 
are now pending. 

Announcem2nt was made last 
night of the program of the lecture 
series at the National Museum, to 
which the public is invited. The 
lecturers will be Dr. Edmund A. 
Walsh, S. J., regent of the foreign 
service school and vice president of 
Georgetown university; James M. 
Beck, former solicitor general, and 
Dr. John H. Latane, of Johns Hop- 
kins university, two recent acquisi- 
tions to the Georgetown faculty. 
Dr. Walsh will give the opening lec- 
ture Friday evening at 8:30 o’clock, 
speaking on “The Origin and 
Theme of the Modern State.’’ 

With the reopening of classes 
after the Christmas holiday, student 
activities will begin soon in all 
branches of the university. A num- 
ber of debates are being arranged 
at the college and law school, while 
many of the classes will be giving 
their winter tea dances and pyoms. 

Progress is being made inthe 
construction of the new sentor dor- 
mitory building. Connecting with 
the Old North building, one of the 
origina] structures of Georgetown 
college, dating back to 1789, the 
new building extends the north 
front of the quadrangle. Its west 
end presents a sheer bluff over- 
looking the deep valley back of the 
quadrangle. When completed, the 
new building will afford quarters 
for about 250 additional students, 
besides extra lecture rooms and 
quarters for the R. O. T. C. unit, 
now occupying cramped.space in 
the Healy building.

HE paintings by John C. 
hansen and Jean MacLane at 
the Corcoran gallery proved 
even more interesting than had been 
anticipated. Mr. Johansen’s portraits 
are an authoritative record of the 
peace conference held in Paris at 
the conclusion of the war and of 
the prominent men who made up 
that important group and 
the treaty of Versailles. 

Mr. Johansen was sent abroad 
by a group of women headed by 
Mrs. Harriman and with the 
cial stamp of the State Department. 
The artist sat in the assembly 


rooms and painted, often entirely , 


without the knowledge of the men 
upon whose portraits he was at 
work. 

When in London he was present 
at a conference at historic No. 19 
Downing street, and obtained an 
excellent portrait of Lloyd George 
without the Knowledge of the pre- 
mier.

In the entire there 
letter from Poe to his foste 
mother, the first Mrs. Allan, 
reasonable to suppose that there 
were such letters and Poe is known 
to have long cherished two from 
her which have been lost. in the 
moil of the years. 

A member of the Galt family has 
testified that there were twice as 
many letters as those preserved in 
the Valentine museum. Their de- 
struction was decreed for some rea- 
son to the ultimate loss of the lit- 
erary world. Family pride has been 
responsible for the suppression of 
these letters to the present time. 
Their final publication is a literary 
event of more than passing impor- 
tance and the trustees of the Valen- 
itine museum are to be. con- 
gratulated. 

Coincident with the publication 
of the letters comes a new edition 
from J. B. Lippincott & Co., Phila- 
delphia, of Mrs. Stanard’s earlier 
Poe book, ‘‘The Dreamer,” a roman- 
tic rendering of the life story of 
Edgar Allan Poe. 

This book was originally brought 
out for the centenarm of the birth 
of Poe in 1809, and met with much 
favorable comment at that’ time, 
The present edition has been im- 
proved ‘‘by conforming the story to 
the latest discoveries regarding 
Poe’s life, the addition of illustra- 
tions, and. chapter heads and 
a table of contents which will make 
it possible for the reader to turn 
easily to any special passage or in- 
cident, ‘‘according to a foreword by 
the author.”

The .30-caliber semiautomatic 
shoulder rifles now undergoing 
tests under the auspices of the in- 
fantry and cavalry boards at Fort 


Benning, Ga., and Fort Riley, 
Kans., respectively, are the result 
of careful development work by 
Brig. Gen. John T. Thompson, ord- 
nance reserve corps, and John C. 
Garand, a civilian ordnance expert, 
of Springfield armory, Mass., since 
the world war. ren. Thompson 
had much to do with the perfection 
of the present .45-caliber semiauto- 
matic pistol now standard in the 
army. 

The problems pertaining to pro- 
duction of a semiautomatic shoul- 
der rifle that would meet both me- 
chanical and tactical requirements, 
however, are much more difficult of 
solution than in the case of the pis- 
tol, due principally to much greater 
pressures, strains and stresses, re- 
sulting from use of the service 
.30-caliber ammunition. Both the 
Thompson and Garand rifles have 
demonstrated, in the tests to which 
they so far have been subjected, 
that they give promise of being 
satisfactory from the mechanical 
standpoint, but there is a differ- 
ence of opinion in the army whether 
it would be sound policy for tactical 
reasons to adopt a semiautomatic. 

The ordinary magazine rifle, in 
which the breech mechanism or bolt 
is operated by hand, requires only 
a lock sufficiently strong to support 
the head of the cartridge case when 
the cartridge is fired. In the case of 
the semiautomatic, it not only is 
necessary to lock the bolt, but also 
power must be taken in some man- 
ner from the expansion of gases to 
unlock the bolt, cause it to with- 
draw the fired cartridge case, eject 
it, then pick up a new cartridge 
from the magazine and place it in 
the barrel ready to be fired when 
the trigger is pulled.

Due to the difficulties encoun- 
tered in producing a rifle using the 
.30-caliber service ammunition and 
the problems arising from the sup- 
ply in the field of the increased 
amount of ammunition resulting 
from the use of a semiautomatic, 
consideration has been given to the 
design of a smaller caliber semi- 
automatic. Following out this trend 
of development, about two years 
ago arrangements were made by the 
army ordnance department with J. 
D. Pedersen, a well-Known arms 
designer and engineer, for con- 
struction of a 27.6-caliber rifle using 
a special cartridge. The first model 
Was given a test recenfly in this 
«city before officers of the army, 
navy and marine corps. The demon- 
strations indicate that continuation 
of development in that direction is 
warranted.

ULTRA-VIOLET LIGHT 
BOOSTS EGG OUTPUT 


Rays Used With Success in 
Experiments Made by 


University Men. 


Madison, Wis., Jan. 9 (By. A. 
P.).—The ultra-violet ray, already 
employed profitably by medical 
men to heal human ills, is being 
used at the University of Wisconsin 
to produce ‘‘more and better’ eggs 
Nearly three. times 
as many eggs can be produced by 
action of the ray, the departments 
of agricultural chemistry and poul- 
try have found. 

Heavier shells in irradiated pens 
also increased marketability of eggs 
and greater hatchability resulted. 


The ultra-violet light was found to 
cure fowls suffering from rickets. 
On January 1, 1925, four groups 
of pedigreed leghorns were put on 
similar rations in identically ar- 
ranged pens, without natural lIjght. 
The pens were artificially lighted in 
daylight hours. 

Two groups were subjected to 
ultra-violet ra iation. When the 
eggs were collected two or three 
times as many eggs were found in 
the irradiated pens as in the ordi- 
narily lighted houses. Egg pro- 
duction bégan to increase markedly 
within eight days after ultra-violet 
light was applied.

Sarnoff Declares America Has 
Drawn Closer to Other 
Countries. 


WINNING PLACE IN HOME 


HELD BIG ACHIEVEMENT | 


General Electric Reports Big- 
gest Development of Man- 
ufacture in History. 


The year 1925 closed. with the 
United States in undisputed posi- 
tion of leadership in world-wide 
wireless, stated David Sarnoff, vice 
president of the Radio Corporation 
Of America. ‘‘From our powerful 
transmitting stations we have drawn 
the leading nations of the world to- 
ward us by invisble strands of com- 
munication. Radio circuits are now 
in. operation between the United 
States and England, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Poland, Sweden, Nor- 
way and the Argentine. Acrass the 
Pacific we are connected by radio 
with Japan, Hawaii and the Dutch 
East Indies. 


“But the art of radio communica- 
tion still challenges the imagina- 
tion of man. It is not enough, 
measured by the possibilities of the 
art, that radio has lowered sub- 
stantially the rates in all classes of 
it is 
not enough that it has speeded up 
to a remarkable extent the service 
of messages across the seas; that 
it has established direct links of 
communication with countries 
hitherto connécted to the seaboard 
only by numerous relays through 
foreign countries; it is not enough 
that in the direct transmission of a 
message through the air, radio pro- 
tests communication from censor- 
ship or interference by intervening 
countries. Since the successful 
demonstration of photoradiogram 
transmission early this year, when 
the Radio Corporation of America 
sent photographs and facsimile mes- 
sages not Only across the country, 
but across the Atlantic ocean, and 
later half way across the Pacific to 
Hawali, our engineers have contin- 
uéd unceasing development in this 
direction. 

“This service was demonstrated 
in the most dramatic fashion when 
the thrilling news arrived one day 
last September that Commander 
Rodgers and his crew, lost for nine 
days in their seaplane flight to 
Hawaii, were safe in Nawailili har- 
bor.”’ 


Won Place in Home Life. 


Recognition of radio as a utility, 
affecting the lives of the public 
generally, rather than as an agency 
for the amusement or diversion of 
comparatively few, is foreseen for 
1926 by A. Atwater Kent, radio 


manufacturer of Philadelphia. 

“The outstanding feature of ra- 
dio for 1925,” says Kent, ‘‘was the 
greater part it took in everyday 
life. Every achievement of the year 
in radio contributed to that. I be- 
lieve the year 1925 will be set down 
as the year when radio broadcasting 
began to assume a place in our daily 
affairs and to take its place as a 
utility. 

“The linking together of many 
stations for broadcasting important 
programs has contributed largely to 
this. Still more extensive link-ups 
will be developed during 1926, and 
I foresee even during this next year 
possible connections through which 
nearly half the peopl¢ in the United 
States could listen in on a: given 
speech or announcement.” ~ 


High Power Sets. Produced. 


The outstanding developments of 
the General Electric Co. in radio 
transmission during 1925 consisted 
of the production of large high- 


power kenotron rectifier sets, im- 
provements in low-power sets for 
transmission from ship to shore, and 
developments in broadcasting on 
different wavelengths from a, de- 
velopmental station provided with 
the most powerful and up-to-date 
apparatus available. 

The more important high-power 
sets developed can briefly be de- 
scribed as follows: 

A 50-kw. output kenotron recti- 
fler was constructed which was de- 
signed to deliver 3.3 amperes of di- 
rect current at voltages adjustable 
from 2,500 to 15,000 and to draw 
power at 220 volts, 3-phase, 26 
cycles. The output ripple was re- 
duced to less than one-fourth of 1 
per cent. by means of a two-stage 
filter. 

A 
the most modern type used for long- 
wave continuous-wave telegraphy 
utilizes a kenotron rectifier to ob- 
tain high voltage plate power, mas- 
ter oscillator to contro] the output 
frequency, and a power amplifier to 
generate the required power. The 
output is variable from 5 to 20 kw. 
over a frequency range of 60 to 76 
kilocycles. 

A 40-kw. output transmitter for 
use at Kahuku, Hawaii, was the 
largest- tube set built for commer- 
cial use at the time it was shipped 
and is only exceeded in output rat- 
ing by sets now in process of manu- 
facture.

STORAGE BATTERIES 


FOR NAY PURPOSES 


Power Units Have Been Put, 


to Countless Usages in 
Last 10 Vears. 


TWO TYPES DEVELOPED 
FOR COMMERCIAL PLANTS 


‘Stores of Energy Described 
by Bureau of Stand- 
ards Physicist. 


‘“‘The word ‘battery’ Immediately 
suggests a variety of meanings. 
Some will think of the pitcher and 
catcher on a baseball team, others 
of a group of guns on a battleship, 
while others more electrically in- 
clined will, picture in their mind 
some form of dry battery or stor- 
age battery in their radio set. The 
word battery implies a group act- 
ing as a unit, whether the group 


the 16-inch guns of the battleship 
Washington or the cells to furnish 
an electric current,’’ said G. W. 
Vinal, physicist ofthe bureau of 
standards, in:a talk on ‘Batteries 
and How They Operate’’ from 
WCAP recently. Mr. Vinal’s talk, 
in part, follows: 

| ‘Within the last ten years stor- 
age batteries have entered into the 
daily life of millions of people. 
Small batteries for a great variety 
of purposes have been deyeloped. 
They furnish the power to crank 
our motor cars, and they have 
brought e blessings of electric 
light to ‘isolated farm houses. 
Many of you are doubtless using | 
storage batteries at the present mo- 
ment to operate your radio receiv- 
ing sets. 

‘“‘There are other uses for stor- 
age batteries, less familiar, perhaps, 
but none the less important.  In- 
dustrial trucks and tractors equip- 
ped with storage batteries are play- 
ing an important part in handling 
economically the commodities 
within our factories, mines and 
warehouses. Storage batteries also 
find exacting use in telephone cen- 
tral offices. The railroads employ 
storage batteries to light the Pull- 
man cars and coaches, whilé still 
other storage,batteries at intervals 
along the track are passed by un- 
noticed as they operate the signals 
and interlocking switch mechan- 
isms, contributing to the speed and 
safety of the traveler. Submarines 
pass beneath the waves, driven by 
the storage batteries that form an 
essential part of-their equipment. 


Huge “Standby” Batteries. 

And lastly, there are the huge 
cells of the ‘‘stand-by”’ batteries in 
the power stations of congested 
districts whose gnly function is to 
stand and wait. They wait. for 
emergencies that seldom cofhe 
when they must pour their enor- 
mous store of energy into the dis- 
tributing lines. There is some- 
thing uncanny in the stillness of a 
room filled with these great cells, 
and one receives the impression 
that here as elsewhere power and 
quietness go hand in hand. 

‘‘Between the tiny storage cell in 
the plate circuit of your radio set, 
furnishing at the most a small 
fraction of an ampere, and the cells 
of the biggest stand-by battery 
which may be called upon for 
40,000 amperes there is a wide 
variety of sizes and kinds of stor- 
age batteries having characteristics 
adapted to the service that they 
render. 

“The storage battery industry 
may be said to have begun with the 
pioneer experiments of d French- 
man named Plante about 65 years 
ago. Progress was slow during 
the early stages. It is recorded 
that two years’ time was then re- 
quired for the formation of the 
best batteries, although others 
said to be inferior in performance 
were completed in three months. 
Hew many of us would be using 
batteries to crank our automobiles 
today if it took three months now 
to make a battery?

_ Two Storage Battery Types. 
“Another type of storage battery 


alkaline solution was produced at a 
later date. This battery is fami- 
liarly known as the Edison storage 
battery. So we have two types oi 
storage batteries of commercial im- 
portance at the present time which 
may be designated as the lead-solid 
batteries, and the nickel-iron or al- 
kaline batteries. This brief talk re 
lates primarily'to the former type of 
battery. 

“The production of storage bat- 
teries reflects our modern tendency 
to do things electrically. Produc- 
tion figures are sometimes expressed 
as the aggregate weight of the bat- 
teries. On this basis the output of 
factories in the United States for 
1909 was doubled in 1914 and this 
in turn was trebled in 1919.

As a journeyman 
starting out from his home in Bres- 
lau, Herr Loebe visited many Ger- 
man towns and footed it through 
Austria, Hungary, Switzerland and 
Italy, becoming imbued with the 
spirit of internationalism, which as 
a socialist he still sponsors. 

From printer to editor was but 
a short step. His pen, wielded in 
behalf of the masses against the 
junkers, brought him into conflict 
with Prussian bureaucracy. He was 
sentenced to a year’s imprisonment 
in 1905 for “‘ineiting to class war.”’ 

Even today, busy as he is with 
federal matters, Herr Loebe con- 
tinues to look upon himself pri- 
marily as a newspaper man and is 
happy~ when thrown into contact 
with that Bohemian fraternity.

‘ing ordinary care of their cars they 
can save much trouble and expense.

One of the. greatest inconveni- 
ences is found in battery failure due 
to cold. This 1s caused by failure 
to prepdre the battery for the extra 
load that zero weather is bound to 
put on it. The battery should be 
kept fully charged and filled with 
water. After filling, the engine 
should be run for an hour or s0 be- 


fore being left out in the cold to 
insure the acid and water becoming 
thoroughly mixed. Otherwise there 
is a chance of the fresh water re- 
maining on top and freezing. A 
weekly inspection of the battery in 
winter is not too much. The charg- 
ing rate should be increased slightly 
to compensate for the extra load. 
The work of the battery can ®e 
lightened by using any of the ‘‘win- 
ter’’ gasoline marketed by most oil 
companies. These fuels start easier 
than the ordinary gas used.in sum- 
mer. The oil should be changed 
more frequently than in warm 
weather, to prevent crankcase dilu- 
tion. This evil is caused by the 
“sweating’”’ of a cold engine, which 
allows moisture to gather inside the 
cylinders and drain into the well. 
Dilution is caused also by too free 
use of the choke, which shoots raw 
gasoline into the cylinders. The 
gasoline finds its way to the crank- 
case and further thins the oil. If 


— 


too much water forms in the oil res- 


ervoir, it remains at the bottom of 
the crakcase where the pump is lo- 
cated, and may frgeze, stalling the 


oiling system and resulting in se- 
rious damage to the engine. 

The antifreeze mixture in the ra- 
diator should be kept at the proper 
proportions to prevent freezing. The 
solution drains away or is lost from 
various causes, and must be renew- 
ed at regular intervals. 

The experience of the service sta- 
tion should be utilized by every 
Owner in preparing his car for cold- 
weather driving. The lubrication 
in the transmission should be light- 
ened, the carbureter should be ad- 
justed, the engine oil should be 
changed and possibly a lighter 
grade used. These few precautions 
will keep the car operating at its 
highest efficiency during cold 
weather. The wise motorist will at- 
tend to these things.

| OW beautiful Edna Purviance, 

H leading woman in the Charlie 

Chaplin films for ten years, 
came near losing her life in the dra- 
matic sequel of a Sicilian vendetta and 
how the duke who almost killed her 
wound up by falling madly in love with 
her was revealed on the eve of the 
movie star’s recent departure for 
America. 

The near tragedy took place at Monte 
Carlo. The handsome young  noble- 
man who staged the drama and tried 
to kill the woman he now. wants to 
marry is none other than the Duke di 
Villarosa, heir to the great sulphur 
mines of Sicily and carrying the bur- 
den of a dozen titles with the noncha- 
lance of a true Sicilian mountaineer.

added that his family escutcheon dated 
back to the year 900 and that he is 
further entitled to bear upon his visit- 
ing card the emblems of a civilian and 
military chevalier of the order of 
Malta.

HILE “Nick” Longworth  be- 

gins his career as Speaker of 

the House, another Long- 
worth, his sister, is acting as first lady 
in an equally difficult’ war zone, Fez, 
which is now the center of the Riff war- 
tare. And the great Nick himself prob- 
ably gets far fewer bows in his domain, 
the House, than does Mme. de Cham- 
brun, his sister, as she wanders down 
the narrow, crooked streets of the cap- 
ital of Morocco. 

The former Clara Longworth earns 
the title of first lady of the section as 
wife of Gen. de Chambrun,.the gover- 
nor commanding the region of Fez, 
which comprises about 200,000 Moroc- 
cans and, normally, 1,500 Europeans, 
although now, with the war on, Fez is 
crowded with French officers and sol- 
diers.

way to Mme. de Chambrun’s palace in 
Fez. The Longworth cocktail .is_ fa- 
mous in Morocco and wines and cham- 


pagne seem to have a special flavor 


poured here by the dark hand of the 
turbaned iakdar. 

But, as Mme. de Chambrun. says, 
these things are not for America—we 
need prohibition, because we never had 
any tasty wines. Therefore, the sole 
object in America’s drinking was the re- 
action—we had to get drunk. © But in 
France, where wine is wine, people know 
how to drink and scarcely get drunk at 
all. 

A few days later I had a chance to 
see the first lady herself.

Mme. de Chambrun’s duties are as ar- 
duous as any first lady’s and include 
such things as entertaining distin- 
guished visitors to Fez, taking charge of 
the Red Cross work, seeing that the na- 
tive babies have sterilized milk and at- 
tending to other philanthropic causes— 
like other “first ladies.” Her apparent- 
ly greatest interest, however, has been 
helping the Moroccan women gain 
greater freedom in their marital condi- 
tions, for Fez, as far as men are con- 
cerned, is the easiest place in the world 
to get divorces, Reno and Paris not ex- 
cepted. 

[I was in Fez writing up the war with 
the 
‘given by the De Chambruns for some 
American journalists. The dinner was 
in their exquisite home—a_ former 
pasha’s palace, called “Dar Tazi.” The 
house stands in the heart ef a luxuriant 
garden, enclosed with high walls, filled 
witli colorful flowers and fountains. In- 
sice, Lhe nouse is like a scene from the 
“Arabian Nights.” The ceiling is blue 
and rose with gold trimming, because, 
as Mme. de Chambrun explained to me, 
“the Moors spent most of their lives 
lying down.” Everywhere in the house 
are the evidences of oriental luxury, 
thick, woolly rugs, old guns, knives, in- 

-cense burners. It is a fitting room for 
a pasha’s favorite or an Arabian Night 
princess—but it is as incongruous to 
see the former Clara Longworth here as 
it would be to see the sultana sitting in 
the White House at Washington.

Despite this condemnation of herself, 
Mme. de Chambrun is a great force in 
the good works of Fez—especially in the 
question of ‘greater freedom for the 
vomen of the Moroccans who have been 
subject to practically serfdom until the 
recent reforms. In addition, she is an 
active hospital worker and her porch 
always has a pile of sweaters on it for 
the children of ghuma—the French na- 
tive troops. 

“It is the subject of the women of 
Moroecco—the woman question all over 
—that somewhat absorbs me here,” be- 
gan Mme. de Chambrun. And, some- 
how, it seemed as though Washington 
was a long-forgotten story to her, as 
we talked. 

“But I’m happy to say that the 
Nrench here have been helping the 
Moroccan women to get out of a state 
of marital serfdom. Why, according to 
the Moorish divorce laws, a man has 
only to say to his wife ‘1 divorce you’ 
three times—and he is separated from 
his better half—or it may be his better 
third, fourth or fifth as the case may 
be, because he may have a harem! 
After this there is nothing for the 
woman to do but to accept the divorce 
and then seek another husband. 

“Now the French command has bet- 
tered things. Although it is just as 
easy for the Moor to divorce his wife, 
the French authorities compel him to 
support her during the time she re- 
mains unmarried, and so many of the 
men had rather live with their wives 
than support them. Also, he must

make a special allowance for his di- 
vorced wife’s children. One Moor 
after he found out that he had to take 
care of his wife, said, ‘All right, I'll 
take her back,’ and annulled his di- 
vorce. According to the laws of her 
religion, a divorced woman must wait 
three months and ten days after her 
divorce before she can remarry, and 
during that time her parents make a 
desperate attempt to marry her off. 
For to be unmarried is the greatest 
calamity that can befall a Moorish 
woman.” 


‘& order to show me more about the 

Moorish women, Mme. de Chambrun 
took me through the streets of her 
“kingdom” to the divorce courts. As 
we walked througn the streets, every 
one, from beggar to the pasha, saluted 
the governor’s lady with the Arabian 
salutation “Barak Allhou Fik.” And 
one can see that she is loved. 

Mme. de Chambrun walks through 
the dark, winding streets of the native 
town as though they were the asphalt 
pavements of Washington or Cincin- 
nati. The network of alleys with don- 
keys, camels, water-carriers and cross- 
legged merchants, which would fright- 
en another European, leave her quite 
fearless.

Among the sights which Mme: de 
Chambrun pointed out as we walked 
was a butcher who instead of keeping 
his meat cool was letting the meat cool 
him—for it was a terrifically hot day. 
He was lying almost on top of it, great 
chunks pressed up against him. 
Every time he sold a piece he was that 
much warmer—the only time I ever 
knew where increased earnings meant 
decreased comforts. 

After passing several dim tunnels, 
Mme. de Chambrun finally took me to 
the pasha’s court. The pasha, sitting

mony—in Morocco the wife has to fight 
with all her force to get back what she 
gave her husband in dowry when they 
married. Beeause it is not difficult to 
get another husband in Morocco if you 
have a dowry. but without it, it is 
hopeless. 

So in the pasha’s court the fight 
seemed to be concerned with every 
spoon, tray, mattress or other article 
which the wife had bestowed on her 
husband as wedding gift. The man 
tells his story, the woman hers, mak- 
ing up for the fact that she is complete-

cross-legged on the cane matting, im- 
mediately saluted Mme. de Chambrun, 
who is one of his favorite friends. The 
pasha is the supreme judge in court 
here—no jury or supreme court is 
needed. His word is law. | 

As Mme. de Chambrun explained to 
me, divorce is more prevalent in Moroc- 
co than in Reno! The separation of the 
couple is easy enough—the difficulty is 
for the wife to get back her whole 
dowry. In America’ we fight for ali- 


ly veiled, by gesturing and loudly shout- 
ing. They do not fool the pasha—when 
it is over he exclaims: ‘You, wife, you 
know that that silk mattress was an old 
one when you brought it,”’ or “Husband, 
give the lady back her brass tray.” 
That is all there is to divorce in Moroc- 
co, so that many an American husband 
may be tempted to take the trip from 
Paris to Morocco, though Paris is easy

-o gpoeeige the couple make up, 
as in one case we saw. A woman’s 
husband ran away with her jewels. She 
went to a lawyer, who brought back the 
husband and the jewels. But now—in 
court, both wife and the husband had, 
come together to sue the lawyer for 
charging too mucn! 

As Mme. de Chambrun explained, 
howevcr, the French are rapidly right- 
ing all these matters—and I suspect 
Mme. de Chambrun’s influence on the 
subject is felt in Fez. 

Another work ot Mme: de Chambrun- 
in Moroceo is the military hospital—to 
which she took me, when it was full of 
wounded men. The Riffs have not 
much ammunition—but they make each 
shot count, as is evident by the number 
of wounded. Up at the front when one 
of the randcm shots ring out, the 
Frenchmen shrug their shoulders and 
say. “Another wounded’’—so unerring 
do the sharpshooters in the bushes send 
their bullets. 

As madame took me through, the 
men saluted her, and as she put her 
candies and cigarettes beside the last 
bed of the wounded men, she turned t6 
me and said, “It is rather inadequate 
offering candy and cigarettes to men 
who have lost their arms and legs.” 

Mme. de. Chambrun doesn’t speak 
much about her work here—but the sis- 
ters of charity pointed out the restora- 
tions she made to the convents. And 
once only did Mme. de Chambrun relate 
to me something of herself—her ro- 
mance. Again she became Clara Long- 
worth: 

“My meeting of the general—that 
was romantic. I had come to Paris to 
visit my cousin Margaret, who was 
married to the general’s older brother, 
and I met him there. 

“Yes, 1t was what the French call 
coup de foudre, love at first sight: But 
he was going away to the Sahara for 
two years, so we had to be engaged se- 
cretly. I had letters from him for six 
months—then no word at all. After a 
while rumors came that the whole ex- 
pedition, 700 men and 1,000 camels, had 
been annihilated. That lasted for 
eighteen months, not a word in all that 
time. Then the cable came—I was in 
Cincinnati then. I heard the general 
was safe and that what had remained 
of the party had come out on foot by 
way of the Congo. He came to Cincin- 
nati and we were married.

1913 we were in Washington, where the 
general was military attache. We were 
in France during the war and in 1920 
we came to Morocco,” 

One sorrow, however, has come to 
Mme. de Chambrun—their only daugh- 
ter died a few years ago. 

“We lost our daughter in Rabat,” 
continued Mme. de Chambrun, pausing, 
and I realized that this was the cause 
for an underlving sadness in her, which

In between times Mme. de Chambrun 
still finds time to write books—gen- 
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George Smith-Sepp, the well-known New York artist, at

THE SUN CAN CAUSE 
DISASTROUS FIRES

Among the many Causes of costly fires the 
sun is one that must be reckoned with, ac- 
cording to George B. Muldaur, general agent 
for the Chicago Fire Underwriters’ Labora- 
tories, an organization maintained by insur- 
anee companies to test inventions designed 
to protect property. 

“In an Illinois city not long ago a fire 
broke out in a display window of a jewelry 
store,’’ says Mr. Muldaur in the 
issue of Popular Science monthly. ‘‘Among 
the window decorations was a round ball of 
glass with a picture under it.. The glass had 
focused the rays of tho sun so that it aeted 
like a prism and set fire paper 
streamers hanging at the back of the win- 
dow.” 

Another natural firebug, le says, is static 
electricity. 

“The other day a big garage burned. Thir- 
teen men were injured and 19 cars burned 
to cinders because a garage workman didn’t 
know that chamois skin and gasoline are a 
dangerous combination. Hie was filling a 
gasoline tank and used a chamois skin inside 
the funnel to strain out the water. Friction 
of the gasoline falling on the skin caused

static electricity. One good spark was enough 
to start things going.”’ 

While it is true that rats and mice cause 
fires, it has been proved in the laboratories 
that even starving rodents will not nibble 
matches. 

‘Mice may cause fires by seratching. about 
in matches,’’ says Mr. Muldaur. “In New 
York city there is a record of a fire caused 
by a mouse, a cat and a box of matches, The 
cat was watching a mouse that ran into a 
match box. The mouse, scrambling about, 
set the Hox on fire, The cat pounced on its 
prey and knocked the box to the floor, where 
the fire caught in a rug. 

“We have found cases where animals were 
used deliberately to set places on fire. In 
one town in Missouri a cottage burned to the 
ground while the owner was away at a pic- 
ture show. It happened that he had put an 
unusually. heavy insurance on it just the 
month before. The tire appeared accidental, 
but the insurance compuny had the ruins 
searched thoroughly. In the dining room 
wreckage were found a lamp, a String and a 
plece pi meat. One bright young fellow 
measured the string and tound that it was 
just the height of a table. This brought out

NEGLECTED PATENT; 
MISSED A FORTUNE.

Every time Jean A. Loe Roy sees a movie 
he thinks of what might have been. He 
might be rolling about in a magnificent car, 
he might have his own yacht, he might sum- 
mer in the mountains and winter on the 
Riviera. He might send to Uncle Sam each 
year income taxes in many figures. He 
might have been leading the glittering life 
of a movie magnate. 

Instead, he is a hard-working machinist 
in New York city, an expert at repairing 
moving picture machines. And all because, 
more than 30 vears ago, he neglected to 
take out a patent. 

Back in ’93, says the February Popular 
Science Monthly, Jean Le Roy, as eager a 
mechanic then as he-is today, was busy put- 
ting together a strange contrivance. It was 
an odd-looking arrangement of wheels, lev- 
ers and gears that he constructed, but the 
next year the queer machine threw a film 
on the screen for the first time in this 
country. It was the first motion picture 


projector in America, and Le Roy didn't 
take out a patent on it. 

Once an idea is suggested there are a thou- 
sand who seize upon, it to alter -or improve 


‘it. This was the case with the first projec- 


tor. When Le Roy made his projector, mov- 
ing pictures were considered either a mira- 
cle or a joke. That they might be practica- 
ble was not even considered. 

When the inventor realized the value of 
his invention it was already too late. He 
invented other devices, and these he pat- 
ented. He was kept poor, he explains, de- 
fending these patents against theft. Re- 
cently he patented an improvement for pro- 
jectors. Almost immediately there were 26 
infringements, all of which he had to fight 
in courts. 

You might think that his hard luck at 
missing a fortune would make this little 
grav-haired man bitter, but such is not the 
case. ‘Too busy to waste any time in re- 
grets, he keeps on working away in his little 
shop.

“Your dog can hear much farther and 
more accurately than any human can _ hear. 
His ears tell him things that your éars can’t 
tell you. For example, I’ve known dozens 
of dogs that can tell when their own master’s 
car is coming home, a mile before it gets 
there. 

“That’s no joke, either. Plenty of dog-own- 
ers will back me up in sayinz jit. Not all 
dogs have that power, but ever so many of 
them have it. A hundred cars will go past 
their homes, and the dogs will pay no atten- 
tion to them. Then, suddenly, in the dis- 
tance, they will hear the whirr of their own- 
er’s car and they’ll prick up their ears and 
run out to meet it.

The man ran back 
to the house for a 
gun. and shot the 
fox." 

This clipping was sent me by a member of 
the league, with the comment that this fox 
did not have a square deal: This is quite 
true, if the incident actually happened. It 
must have been a most absent-minded fox 
to.get in any such predicament as that. But 
whether the incident is true or not, the point 
of fair play is well taken. All too often 
there is an utter lack of fair play, of true 
sportsmanship, in human relations with the 
furred and feathered people. It would seem 
that more often than not the killing complex 


prevails. 


What Is Vermin’ 

Recently at a convention of sportsmen I 
listened to Some addresses on vermin, I 
heard a certain game commissioner, in whose 
charge is the game of an entire State, rant 
on this subject of vermin. This man told 
what was being done in his State to de- 
stroy hawks, owls, crows, foxes, skunks and 
certain other predatory animals. All were 
included in that one word ‘‘vermin,’’ and he 
allowed of no distinctions between species. 
He would not admit that there is such a 
thing as a good hawk. He was for killing 
every hawk possible. He was for wiping 
out the entire race of crows. The fox had 
no place on his scheme of, life. He boasted 
of the killing of these creatures which has 
been going on in his State. s 

That man is either densely ignorant of 
the natural law which maintains the bal- 
ance of life or else he deliberately defies it. 
Unfortunately there are many unthinking 
people who appear to hold a similar view. 
Apparently they hold that the. Creator made 
a mistake when He put certain forms of life 
on the earth and they take it upon them- 
selves to correct the error. Predatory birds 
and animals have a clear-cut and legitimate 
mission. I can think of no greater calamity 
that could happen than the complete wiping 
out of all foxes, hawks, owls, skunks and 
other predatory creatures. The real vermin 
is the mouse, the rat and other rodents. It 
is to hold these in check that Nature pro- 
vided the predatory birds and animals. In 
a bulletin issued by the Department of Agri- 
culture at Washington on “The Breeding, 
Feeding and Other Life Habits of Meadow 
Mice,’’ Vernon Bailey, who has made a long 
and exhaustive study of the life habits of

these animals, states that one pair of which 
he had in captivity had seventeen consecu- 
tive litters, with a total of 83 individuals, 


‘in twelve months. At this rate of increase. 


Ffallowing equal numbers of males and fe- 
- ‘ P ° 

, Males, and the young beginning to breed at 
46 days’ old, the total increase from one pair, 


if all lived and bred, would be over 1,000,- 
000 individuals at the end of the vear. 

Mr. Bailey carefully weighed all the food 
eaten by the mice in his charge for 30 days. 
He shows that one meadow mouse will con- 
sume about 25 pounds of green food in a 
year; 100 mice therefore will eat a little 
over a ton of green grass or clover, or about 
half a ton of dry hay; and 100 meadow mice 
to the acre is a*moderate estimate in sec- 
tions where conditions are favorable to these 
little rodents. And that is the present situ- 
ation with hawks, owls, foxes and other 
creatures holding the mice in check. Re- 
move these checks and figure what would 
happen to farm crops. The alleged cports- 
men who are for killing all predatory crea- 
tures are actuated solely by selfishness. Cu- 
riously enough, could they have their own 
way, they would defeat their own ends. Se- 
lection is the law of breeding to maintain 
the quality of the race. Nature brings this 
about through the survival of the fittest. 
It is the weakling in a flock:‘of quail that first 
falls a victim to hawk or fox. Thus is the 
race kept trom deteriorating. 

The law of adjustment and balance re- 
quires that when any species of life be- 
comes woo numerous the number of. indi- 
viduals should be reduced. There easily 
may be too many foxes, too many hawks, 
too many owls in a given district. The re- 
moval of a certain number of these is not 
only justified but is desirable. But for 
Wholesale destruction there is no warrant 
or excuse. More harm than good is, bound 
to result. 

Of the hawks there are only four whose 
habits are more harmful than beneficial. 
These are the Duck Hawk, Cooper’s Hawk, 
Sharp-shinned Hawk and the Goshawk. But 
it would be going a step too far to say that 
even these should be shot on sight. The 
Duck Hawk, particularly, is too wonderful 
a bird, despite its predatory habits, to have 
it wiped out. In the first place, it is not 
numerous, nor is it likely ever to be. It is 
a falcon aud a marvel of feathered flight. 
The little .teal, traveling with almost the 
speed of a bullet, is overhauled in full flight 
by this freebooter of the air. The balance 
of Nature is a delicate thing. Left to her- 
self, Mother Nature makes a pretty good 
job of maintaining it. It is a meddlesome 
man who upsets it.

Jimmy Skunk long has been listed under 
that heading of vermin. For a long time 
every man’s hand was against Jimmy. It 
is only within recent years, quite recent 
years, that it has been discovered that the 
skunk is, on the whofe, a most desirable 
and useful citizen. I can think of no so- 
called wild animal with a better disposi- 
tion than this little fellow in black and 


White.. I repeatedly have pointed out that 
when he is treated as a gentleman, a gen- 
tleman he is. Here is a little story to prove 
Ruth 
MeGray, who has a summer home on the 
shore of a little Massachusetts lake: 

“We have Jimmy Skunk and family, one to 
six, all ages, come regularly to feed at our 
door,’ says Mrs. MeGravy. “peveral take 
meat or peanuts from our hands. If the 
plates are not outside when they come they 
Will scratch at the kitchen door, as a cat 
might. They come into the:kitchen and wait 
for their food, noses turned up expectantly.

When I had eloped with this most 
beautiful woman of all the world, the

~ pocket from the millions of the Ameri- 
can heiress. Even thirty years after 
all these happenings I would like to 
correct this shameful prevarication. 

Heaven knows that Rigo has never 
counted dollars nor added up sover- 
eigns or francs as many a man in his 
place might have done.

Will Jupiter. Devour Us? 

Some day the planet Jupiter is going to 
reach out and gobble up the earth. So says 
Prof. W. D. MacMillan, of the University of 
Chicago, on the basis of new mathematical 
studies. 

His explanation, as reported in Popular 
Science Monthly for February, is that all of 
the planets, as they soar along in space, 
sweep up star dust. As they gradually get 
bigger the attraction. between planets in- 
creases, and the bigger planets gather in 
their neighbors. Jupiter, being the largest, 
will end by getting them all, including the 
earth, and become a star, probably 500,000,- 
000,000 years from now,

Every day each 
animal is carefully inspected, and any sign 
of illness is immediately reported to the head 
keeper. Most of the ailments are slight, and 
prompt recovery follows proper attention, If 
necessary, the animal is removed to the hos-

Occasionally there are deaths, but the mor- 
tality rate is low, and, as already stated 
many species survive long beyond the usual 
life term of a wild animal.

Helpful Household Hints 


By FLORENCE TAFT EATON, 

Every housekeeper has her favorites 
shall tell you what my most valued, ‘‘tried and 
trues” are: . 

A beautifully made little aluminum egg and 
beet slicer is one of my most cherished pos- 
sessions. It slices an egg with never a break 
in the thin slices. Then I have a cucumber 
Jatticer which converts ordinary sliced cucum- 
ber into lacy rounds of beauty, and is equally 
transforming in regard to sliced cooked beets. 
carrots and potatoes. I have also a box of 
cutters and garnishers-—bought at a nearby 
county fair—for which I wouldn’t take ten 
times the sum | paid for it. The implements 
are invaluable for conveniently, rapidly and 
ornamentaily cutting raw vegetables to be 
cooked for salas, soups and seallops, for 
instantly shredding raw cabbage into a heap 
of snow, and for cutting apples and potatoes 
into marvelous garnishes and entrees, 

I also suggest a little grater with a round 
handle into which the hand slips for grating 
Jlemon peel, cheese, &¢., easily and with little 
waste. 

A small sum, speut in obtaining these and 
other little utensils and conveniences, will 
suve time and strength tremendously, and. 
furthermore, make one’s table much more at- 
tractive. 


Tinsel, not wire, disheloths and mops J find’ 


to be a most valuable kitchen aid. Besides 
the more ordinary service, use them for rap- 
idly rubbing off the tender skiu of new pota- 
toes before cooking. jeets, when drained 
from the kettle, may have their sking in- 
gtantly rubbed off under the cold water faucet.

Muts——Substitutes for expensive gymna 
nium mats can be made from old mattresses 
with removable, washable tovers of canvas, 
khaki or heavy muslin; or khaki-covered 
quilts may be bought for $2.60. .

/WILL STUDY ECLIPSE 
IN BORNEO JUNGLE 


The total eclipse of the sun last January 
presented to thousands of us the opportunity 
of witnessing a spectacle whose awe-inspiring 
splendor we shall never forget. 
creeping snow: weird, flickering 
shadows that appeared from nowhere: the 
dazzling sun eradually obscured until at a 
breathless moment the greenish cold corona 
Jeaped from tlie rim 
a lifetime. 

On January 24 next, early in the morning, 
the tremendous scene of a total solar eclipse 
is to be repeated, but this time for a select 
group of scientists who await. it in the jun- 
giles of far-off Sumatra and Borneo, says Pop- 
ular Science Monthly for January. 

From all parts of the world these scientists 
now are gathering in Sumatra, Dutch Kast 
fadies, and Borneo, where the eclipse’s path 
fa widest, and where totality will-last three 
minutes and ten seconds. Dr. Heber D. Cur- 
tis, of the Allegheny Observatory, and Prot. 
John A. Miller, director of the Sproul obsery- 
ptory at Swarthmore college, set out, last 
beptember on their journey half around the 
world to witness the event. Prof. H. 'T. 
‘Btetson of Harvard and Dr. J. A. Anderson 
pf Mount Wilson observatory also went from 
America. 

Thousands of dollars have been spent in 
the transportation and setting up of scien- 
tific equipment, all on a gamble, for always 
there is the pgssibility that clouds will inter- 
vene and make all the preparations valueless, 

Starting at dawn, local mean time, the 
path of the eclipse shadow will range from a 
point in Central Africa, south of the Sudan

The total eclipse is due 
(oO arrive:in Sumatra at approximately 2.25, 
local mean time. There the shadow of the 
moon will have a width of 8&9 miles. The 
eclipse will last two hours and two minutes. 

In this brief flash of time, while the moon 
passes between earth and sun, blotting the 
latter from view, the scientists will attempt 


io add a few more details to our understand- 


ing of the universe. For one thing they will 
iry to Ineasure the light of-the corona. An 
attempt to do this at Harvard university last 
year failed. The observers also may be able 
to determine the edge of the moon’s shadow 
path en the earth. ‘this observation involves 
the problem of the exact distance of the sun 
from the earth. If we could-establish this 
distance, then man could measure all celes- 
tial distances. :

Chief Quartermaster Henry Kubec, of the 
naval air station at Anacostia, runs what 

one of the foremost pigeon raising establish 
ments in the world. His birds supply the en 
tire United States navy with highly depend 
able Messengers. As it is now they may be 
relied upon to keep on the wing for at least 
500 miles without stopping for food or water, 
and that limit is being continually extended. 
This is more than many airplanes can do 


without ‘‘gassing up.’ 

The more than 300 pupifS of Chief Quar 
termaster Kubee’s sehool are a valuable lot. 
Naturally they are given every attention und 
care. A hospital is provided to keep them 
well, and they have clean, airy, sunny quar 
ters for their clubrooms. They even have 
armed guards to patrol the grounds at night. 

And why not? Here are birds that have 
been educated to fly swiftly and unerringly 
under almost 
Chief Quartermaster Kubee has “Aerial Lad,” 
who travels at an average speed of 1,254 
yards a minute. 

“Here,” he said, holding out a vari-plumaged 
pigeon carefully, “is a bird a lot of folks 
would like to have. He is a star pupil and 
a champion, Over there is the pigeon that 
delivered a message in record time recently 
from the President’s yacht, the Mayflower, 
flying 490 miles an hour for 240 miles in u 
head wind.”
